Hints to Shipmasters when Nearing the Port. 


As these notes are not ment for exempt masters, matters in connection with the navigation of the 
channels inside of Nobbys will be unnecessary, as that will be attended to by skilful pilots. 

Too much caution cannot be taken by shipmasters when nearing the port in southerly or south- 
easterly gales, owing to a dangerous lee-shore to the northward of Nobby’s. running about 23 miles towards 
Port Stephens, on which heavy seas roll, to a distance of about two miles from the beach, which is sandy, 
and in most places the seas break. It is imperative when running befo-e strong 8. and 8.E. gales towards 
Nobbys, esp«cially before night comes on, to heave ship to well to the southward of the port, or stand off. 
During the day time vessels can of course, even in such weather, approach much closer, when the services 
of a tugboat may b: had. When there is an indication of gales from 5S. or S.E. it is always advisable 
during the night to heave to about Redhead: then towards daybreak, even if the wind should fall light, 
the vessel would not be too far off to secure the services of a tug. 

Masters of vessels unacquainted with the port and bight should not, under any circumstances, 
endeavor to enter the port without having a pilot on board. 

At night time when a pilot is required a blue flash-light should be shown ; this will be answered by 
the signalman on the Signal Hill look-out station. 

The services of a tugboat can be secured by flying the letter N on a conspicuous part of the vessel. 

A pilot on boarding a vessel will supply the master with the harbor laws and regulations, which are 
clear and emphatic. 

The entrance to the Newcastle harbor is embayed almost between Norah Head and Morna Point. 
They are S. by W3.W. 24 miles, and N.E. by E. 13 miles from the entrance re -pectively. There is from 18 
to 22 fathoms of water for several miles off the shore. 

On the southern breakwater a red harbor-light is exhibited, 34 feet above low water, and about 260 
feet from the outer end of the breakwater. 

Nobbys lighthouse is situated on an imposing natural high projection (Nobbys Heads), which is 
connected with the city by the southern breakwater. The breakwater also extends about 1.800 feet N.E. 
from the lighthouse. | Nobbys Head lies in latitude 32deg. 55min. 15-ec, 5. and longitude 15ldeg. 49min. 
15sec. E. ‘The light, which is a fixed white one, is at an elevation of 115 feet above high water level. 

The prevalence of southerly gales in the Newcastle bight, suddenly arising, with a threatening lee- 
shore, makes it necessary that shipmaste:s should avoid bringing their vesrels into the position that the 
lighthouse would be to the southward of west. 

There is a reef of rocks extending a distance of about half-a-mile off the shore to the southward and 
eastward of Nobbys Head. The seas break dangerously on these rocks. 

In foggy weather a bell is kept con-tantly ringing on the southern breakwater, which can be heard 
three miles to seaward. 

At night time when the pilot is outside in response to the ship’s signal, he will, after reaching a safe 
position, burn a blue light, when the vessel can steer for it; 

In case a ves<el should be running down for the port at night time when a south-east gale is raging, 
it would be advisable to stand off the land, well to the southward, owing to the dangerous lee-shere, before 
aoe too far down, as in such weather, when too close up, it would be exceedingly difticult to clear Port 

tephens. 
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In all cases it is advisable that both anchors should be in readiness, and chains on deck, for lowering 
before entering the port, as from the entrance to the harbor to the anchorage is but a short distance. 

Special attention should be paid to the signals exhibited on Signal Hill. When the stand-off signals 
are hoisted, masters of vessels are particularly advised to respond by standing off. It is only in cases of 
special danger on the bar that these signals are exhibited. 

| Times of high water, full and change, are 8h. 45min. : range of tide, 2} feet mean tide, and 53 feet 
spring tite. ; 

Vessels of any size disabled and not able to keep off the land, can find shelter in Port Stephens, 
situated in latitude 32deg. 42min. 30sec. S., 152deg. 1lmin. 45sec. E. A red and white revolving light is 
on Port Stephens Heads. In attempting to enter that port great care should be taken. 

In the event of its being absolutely nece-sary, from the disabled state of the vessel, or other cause, 
that the master or person in charge should attempt to enter the Newcastle harbor at all risks, he is exhorted 
to endeavor to do so on the flood tide, as the velocity of the ebb (intluenced by freshes and other causes) is 
at times so great as effectually to stop a vessel’s progress up the channels ; added to which is the danger of 
being thrown on shore by the eddies and breakers, which in heavy gales, blowing along or on shore, extend 
right across the channel. In consequence of the velocity of the flood tide during springs, masters of large 
steamers are cautioned against taking the port at night time. 





Winds and Weather—New South Wales Coast. 


As a rule the prevailing winds on this coast blow from the N.E. from October to March, and from 
the westward, veering from N.W. to S.W., from April to October, subject to variation in the direction of 
wind of short duration. ‘Lhese changes are however indicated by the rise and fall of the mercury, which 
invariably give timely warning. 

The N.E. breeze generally sets in during the forenoon, with hot weather and hazy atmosphere, 
freshening during the afternoon to a strong breeze until sunset, after which it gradually dies out. 
Occasionally the breeze will hold out until midrfight and then drop suddenly calm. These winds last for 
four or five days, and even for a longer period, with the barometer iegistering about 30.100. 


When the mercury begins to fall, it is the precursor of a change, and as the north-easter is dying 
out a sharp lookout should be kept for a southerly buster. These changes as a rule give no warning, as the 
sky is generally clear, but they come away very suddenly, blowing violently for two or three hours, then 
settling down to a steady breeze, hauling to the 8.E. and eastward and eventually N.K., with a rising 
barometer. During the prevalence of these winds it is very tedious making a passage northwards, as those 
navigating this coast, bound to the northward, have not only to contend with head winds, but a strong 
southerly current, which runs in that direction about nine months in the year, and at arate of about 14 
knots per hour, and sometimes with greater velocity. A heavy dew at night time is generally the forerunner 
of a north-easter. 


During the winter months the winds prevail from the westward, with a low barometer and clear 
atmosphere, commencing to freshen during the forenoon, and by the time the sun has crossed the meridian 
will have increased to a strong gale with hard squalls, gradually taking off at sunset, and during the night 
are invariably very slight with clear weather. ‘I'hese winds occasionally continue the night, blowing hard 
from west to W.S.W. The barometer rising is a sure indication that the wind will veer to S.W. and south, 
working into the §.$.E. with heavy gales and dirty weather, accompanied with heavy rain squalls, lasting 
from three to five days, after which it will die out and eventually settle into fine weather at N.E. and north, 
and, with the fall of the mercury, veer round to the westward. 


The months of June, July and August are watched with much anxiety by masters of vessels on this 
coast in consequence of the easterly gales, which rage with terrific violence, and usually leave behind tiicm 
a tale of woe. ‘These gales commence invariably with unsettled and overcast, gloomy, dark weather, ire 
wind flying all round the compass, eventually freshening up to a gale from north to N.K., with rain and 
heavy squalls, the barometer registering about 30.320. ‘These winds, veering to east and S.E. and tuen 
backing between E.N.E. and $.. with hard gales and terrific squalls, last about four days, the mercury 
fluctuating but slightly. As the barometer falls the wind will back into N.K. and round into the westward 
with fine weather. During these gales the sea rolls very heavily home on this coast. 


In the early part of the summer this coast is visited occasionally with hot N.W. winds of about two 
days’ duration and with a low barometer; before the change to the S.W. and south, which occurs very 
suddenly, large heavy black banks of clouds, charged with electricity, will be observed rising to the 8.W. 
The wind will suddenly veer from N.W. to S.W. and south, blowing a hard gale, with thunder, lightning, 
and rain lasting from six to twelve hours, with the bar: meter rising steadily, eventually working round to 
the eastward with fine weather. 


When the rotary direction of the wind is from north round by east to south and by west again to 
north, extremely bad weather may be expected from a southerly direction. 


_ __During the winter months a low barometer indicates westerly winds, and during the summer months 
it is the precursor of a hot N.W. wind. Duwiing the summer months, also, the barometer generally falls 
whilst the N.E. wind is blowing, and indicates the approach of a southerly gale. 
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Information for Shipmastors.

An inward crew list containing the names of passengers (if any) must be lodged with the shipping 
master within 24 hours of arrival, under a penalty not exceeding £5, coastwise excepted. 

Every intercolonial or foreign trade ship shall, before leaving New South Wales, send to the shipping 
master a full and accurate statement of every change which takes place in his crew before finally leaving 
New South Wales, under a penalty of £5. 

Valid certificates of competency of masters, mates and engineers must be forwarded to the shipping 
master betore that officer will give papers for vessel to clear at the Custom House. 

Vessels registered in New South Wales (over 80 tons register) may engage and discharge their seamen 
on board, subject to certain conditions. 

Vessels registered outside of New South Wales must, under penalty, ship and discharge their men at 
the shipping master’s oftice. 

No unlicensed person or persons allowed to engage or provide seamen under a penalty of £20 or 
imprisonment.

Newcastle is well off for tugboats, there being quite a considerable fleet of them in commission. 
Messrs. J. and A. Brown, John Dalton, P. Callen and Sons, H. Callen, and Fenwick and Co. have each 2 
small fleet in constant work. 


Acapulco—Advice to Shivmasters. 


Masters of vessels bound hence to Acapulco are advised to procure coal baskets at Newcastle prior to 
departure to avoid delay in discharging at that port, as the facilities for working cargo there are of a 
primitive nature. Captain Blackstock, of the barque Fiery Cross, writing under date Acapulco, August 8, 
1900, says :—-‘* We arrived here ‘ all well’ in 61 days from Neweastle. I cannot say I find Acapulco so bad 
as people made it out at Newcastle. It is warm just now, and rains every day, this being the sickly season ; 
but yellow fever has not visited the port for several years. I would advise all shipmasters coming here to 
bring large baskets with them, as steam can be hired here. Our baskets were small for handwork, but we 
used them two at a time collier fashion, or this cargo would not have been out now. Vegetables, such as 


potatoes, &c., cannot be procured here, and 1 would also advise masters of vessels to bring rice and flour 
from Neweastle.’’ 


Coutts’ Sailors’ Home. 


This institution, which is situated in Bond Street with an entrance in Scott Street, is a credit to the 
port for cleanliness and the general management. \ The committee consists of Messrs. C. H. Hannell, J.P. 
(shipping master), R. Hall, and Joseph Wood, J.P.. with Mr. Frank Gardner as secretary, whohave had 
extensive alterations and improvements effected, making the institution one of the finest in the Australian 
States. It is under the management of Mr. and Mrs. Charles Booth, who look after the interests and 
comfort respectively of the seamen boarders.

Discharge of Ballast. 

On this subject for a considerable period controversy prevailed in local shipping circles, and owing 
to the stringent regulations of the Board of Health the majority of vessels from foreign ports had to send 
their ballast in lighters to sea. After repeated efforts on the part of the Newcastle Chaimber of Commerce 
the Board of Health amended their regulations regarding the disposal of ballast, which is a matter of great 
importance to shipowners. | Arrangements were made by the Harbor authorities which now enable the 
discharge of ballast within the harbor under low water mark, thus obviating the expense and delay of 
sending the ballast to sea, as under the old regulations. The committee received a letter from the Sailing 
Shipowners’ Committee of Loadon, thanking the Newcastle Chamber for the success attendant upon their 
efforts.

Cattle Shipping. 


The Shipment of Cattle having increased of late years the Government. at tre request of the 
Neweastle Chamber of Commerce, erected cattle pens at the northern end of the Dyke wharf, where 
consignments from the interior by rail are unloaded from the trucks with ease. A large portable enclosed 
gangway connects the stockyards with the vessels alongside of the wharf, and the cattle are driven on board 
with comparative ease, and devoid of that brutality which heretofore invariably attended the shipment of 
stock. Horses in heavy consignments for India, cattle and sheep for New Caledonia form the chief 
transactions in this branch of trade. With the appliances at hand vessels for this class of freight now 
experience but little delay in loading. 





Ths Newcastle Sar. 


The depth of water on the Bar at low water spring tides is 22ft. 6in. With the object of further 
deepening the water at that point the Government some few years ago imported the powertul vock excavator 
Poseidon, which vessel has done good service in the removal of rocks in the harbour, but has not yet 
caused any material difference to the depth of the Bar. A number of dredges, of the bucket, erab, and 
sand-pump descriptions are kept constantly at work in the harbor. In some instances vessels of very 
heavy draft have had to leave considerably above the Plimsoll mark owing to the want of deeper water on 
the Bar, but with the ext2nsive hirbor improvements, and breakwater extensions it is anticipated that 
ere long there will be a sufficiency of water to enable vessels of the heaviest draft to load up to and leave 
comfortably with their full carrying capacity. 





roz2n Meat Loading. 


With the strong demand in England and South Africa for frozen meats the Aberdeen Freezing 
and Chilling Company some few years ago established their works at Aberdeen (N.S.W.), and have gradually 
increased the output till the trade has assumed considerable proportions. Consigaments from these works 
find their way to the London, Liverpool, Manchester, and South African markets, at each of which 
satisfactory prices have been realised. Indeed, insome instances, it has been stated that the Aberdeen 
meat has been actually sold by purveyors in London as English meat, and consequently realised th higher 
rates. The shipments from the Aberdeen Chilling Factory are made at Neweastle. Consignments are 
brought down in huge refrigerator cars, which run alongside of the wharf, and are with little handling 
transferred from the cars tv the cool air enrambers of the steamers alongside. Large canvas sheets are 
brought into requisition for the purpose of transfer, and the work is carried out with cleanliness and 
despatch. During the season regular lines of ste mers call for this class of freight at convenient intervals, 
so that there can be little diffizulty in frozen meat carriers receiving quick despatch. 


Nowcastle Lifeboat. 


The new Lifeboat, Victoria II., is now under the control of the Navigation Department, of which 
Captain Newton is Deputy Superintendent. ‘The boat, which is manned from the Harbor D-zpartment’s 
boatmen, is housed at the rear of the pilot boat-shed. A. McKinnon is the coxswain, and looks after the 
boat, which is always keps ia readiness, and can be launched in a few seconds. In boisterous weather the 
crew stand by in readiness (night and day) to proceed if necessary to vessels in distress. 





Rocket Apparatus. 


The Neweastle Recket Brigade has a station at Stockton, which is fitted up with rocket life-saving 
apparatus. ‘Che members are enrolled from the Harbors and Rivers Department, who spare no trouble 
or pains in studying the manipulation of the apparatus. In _ boisterous weather the men ave continuously 
on duty, and have done good service when called upon. On the city side a set is also kept in readiness in 
case of vessels being in irouble to the southward of Nobbys.

Church of England. 


CHRIST CHURCH CATHEDRAL. 


There is at last a prospect of the completion of at least a portion of Christ Church Cathedral, which 
has for so many years remained in its unfinished state—special efforts are being mide towards this end. 
The Building Committee in their annual report, issued in May, 1900, stated that they had ‘‘ secured the 
services of Mr. F. B. Menkans, Architect, to make a thorough examination of the present state of the 
Cathedral Building, and obtained from him a report as to the possibility of carrying ont the work in 
sectional parts with a view t> opening some part for Divine Service. The committee decided that it was 
advisable to complete the Nave at a cost of about £7,000. A sum of £1,000 has been promised by the 
Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge, conditionally on the sum of £19,090 being expended on the 
work, and the site being free of any legal encumbrances, the time within which this money was to be 
claimed having expired his Lordship the Bishop communicated with the Society, and we are pleased to 
report that an extension of the time for a further period of five years from date of the letter has been 
granted The committee, therefore, hopes that a vigorous etfort will be made at oace and a hearty 
response will be received from the whole Diocese.’ 


His Lordship Bishop Stanton, in his Address to the Syno:l, made the following reference to the 
Cathedral Completion Scheme :—‘I hope that the arrival of Bishop Stretch, and his concentration of 
energy upon the Cathedral, will greatly advance the Building Completion Scheme. The committee have 
now brought their scheme within what ought to be measurable distance. The architecture of English 
Cathedrals shows that they were built in parts because the builders were overtaken from time to time by a 
new style of architecture, and unconservatively they abandoned the old and adopted the new style. 
Winchester, Hereford, and others are histories of architecture in stone. We must admit that it is hard, 
probably inexpedient if not impossible, for one generation of Church people to build a Cathedral throughout. 
Yet ‘something accomplished, something don3’ ought to earn their ‘night’s repose.’ The committee 
have sought advice, and find that they can complete the whole of the nave. and leave the choir to be 
finished afterwards. Adelaide Cathedral is half built. It is idle to wish now that years ago some plan 
had been accepted which would have better lent itself to progressive construction. The poet Young 
consoles us by saying— 


The man that does t e best his circumstance allows 
Does well, acts nobly! the angels could no more. 


“The cost of this work ought not to be beyond reach. The cost is estimated at £7,000. Towards 
this sum the Christian Knowledge Society’s conditional grant of £1,000 will be available. The three 
years’ scheme already promises £2,684. If the scheme is tiken up in every parish, and by every 
parishioner, the work would be easily and spzedily accomplished. In our day we ought to make part of 
the building available for worship. _ His Excellency the Governor, at the Diocesan Festival, remarked that 


our site for a Cathedral is unrivalled. He did not think a better site possible. Viewed from the harbour, 


or anywhere else, the site should make each member of the Church ask the question, ‘What am I going 
to do towards finishing the Cathedral?’ He said the sum required for the completion is a modest one 
when compared with the vast sums raised at home for Church work in cities not much larger than 
Newcastle. The truth is that its past history and present condition have made Neweastle Cithedral a by- 
word and a proverb in Church circles. We can redeem it from reproach by finishing enough for public 
worship. We boast of having the second city in the colony. and yet Goulburn has got before us in 
Cathedral building. We do not want to illustrate the saving, ‘The first shall be last.’ The lay members 
of Synod can help effectively in their own localities. I believe the money is there, but waits to be 
collected. The machinery for collection is ready, only collectors in their respective parishes are required.”’ 
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Members of the Third Session of the Twelfth Synod of the Diocese of Newcastle, 
held at Newcastie in May, 1900.

Dear and Dump Institution, WARATAH. 


The Family Home Annual for 1900, of the Diocese of Maitland, published by authority of the Roman 
Catholic Church, contains the following relating to the,Deaf and Dumb Institution, Waratah :— 

‘* The institution established at Waratah for the education of deaf mutes is the only institution of 
its kind conducted under the auspices of the Catholic Chusch in Australasia. 

‘Those who give the subject even a little consideration will readily see how pressing is the need of a 
religious training for children who are cut off. from the ordinary channels of knowledge and culture, and 
those who feel the necessity of education conducted on Catholic principles for children who can hear and 
speak, must acknowledge the tar greater need of it in the case of the deaf and dumb. _ To the minds of 
these children knowledge can make entrance only by the teacher’s skill, and thus it is clear that how 
great thet skill otherwise may be, a teacher who does not possess the Catholic faith cannot impart the 
knowledge of that inestimable gift to his pupil. Apart from this reasoning, experience has taught by 
many examples that the children of Catholics who have through some misfortune been trained to the 
Secular Deat and Dumb Institutions, have not only not acquired the knowledge of their faith and the 
practice of its teaching, but have learned to despise their parents’ belief, and to repudiate the symbols and 
practices of the.r religion. 

‘It was when an instance of this nature occurred some 25 years ago, and became known to the 
then Bishop of the Diocese of Bathurst, the Right Rev. Dr. Matthew Quinn, of venerated menory, that the 
first efforts were made at that prelate’s earnest entreaty to establish a school for the deaf and dumb in 
Newcastle. The Dominican Nuns were chosen for this work by reason of the special training which some 
of their members had undergone in the famous institution for deaf mutes, conducted by their order at 
Cabra, near Dublin. At their Convent in Newcastle the institution was commenced, and there it 
continued its work of zeal from 1875 to 1889. 

‘“The increase in the number of pupils during these 14 years, and the necessity for increased 
accommodation, demanded the foundation of a separate establishment, which was erected at Waratah and 
solemnly opened under the auspices of the Australasian Hierarchy. 

‘* The deaf mutes were transferred from Newcastle to the new institution in January, 1889, and since 
that time the work of their education has been carried on there, and their numbers have been steadily 
increasing. Thereare at present in the institution some 30 children from the different dioceses in Australasia, 
viz., Sydney, Melbourne, Brisbane, Hobart, Auckland (N.Z.), Bathurst. Goulburn, Wilcannia, Graiton. 
Armidale, Perth (W.A.), and Noumea (New Caledonia). Seventy-six pupils have had the benefit of 
education since the foundation of the Institution, and 45 have received the inestimable advantage of the: 
Sacraments. 

‘It is considered certain that there are very many more deaf mutes in the Australian colonies who: 
have not yet received the educational advantages that are available at Waratah, and it is the sincere wish 
of the promoters of the Deaf and Dumb Institution that not one of those afflicted ones should be debarred 
by any circumstances from these advantages.”

Extracts FRoM ANNUAL REPORTS. 


‘The marked proyress, increased usefulness, and continued popularity, of this Mission to Seamen, 
has been fully demonstrated in the success which has attended the efforts of the past year.”” . . Eis 
Worship the Mayor of Newcastle, who presided at the Annual Meeting held in May, 1897, said, ‘ That ive 
had been associated with the late Dr. Harris in the founding of the Newcasile Seamen’s Mission, some 51 
years ago, and he could beay testimony to the good work which, under the Divine blessing, had been 
accomplished during that period.” 

The Chaplain’s report stated, ‘‘ That during 1896 over five thousand seamen had been entertained 
at the weekly tea meetings, but that during 1897 over twenty-two thousan’ seamen and apprentices had 
attended the socials, concerts, services, reading rooms, and other meetings held in connection with the 
mission.’’ During 1898, 1899, and 1900 the numbers of seafaring visitors had increased, and good work 
was achieved by the mission. 


Newcastle and Northumberland Benevolent Seciety. 


The Newcastle and Northumberland ‘Benevolent Society, which was established in 1584, is the 
largest Institution of its kind in the State out of Sydney. Located in the chief city of the north—a 
shipping port and centre of a great coal mining district, which has been subjected to many trade 
disturbances—the calls upon its aid are numerous, both in respect of permanent residents and the 
migratory population which is incidental to a great seaport. 

Its primary object is to afford outdoor reliet in the shape of food, clothing. etc., ete., to the 
destitute ; but it has an Asylum for the Aged and Infirm, to which is also attached a Lying-in Hospital. 

The building is a well constructed and suitable structure for the purpose, and stands in an elevated 
position at Waratah. The site, which is about four acres in extent, was a grant from the Government, 
and, with manual labour, is partly utilised for growing vegetables for the Institution. 

The average number of inmates is 75—male and female —the majority of whom are aged and infirm. 

The Asylum is at present presided over by Miss F. C. Hopkins as Matron, assisted by an efficient 
staff. . 

Dr. A. W. Nash is the Hon. Medical Officer, and visits the Asylum regularly. 

The management of the Institution is conducted by honorary ofticials, consisting of the President, 
Vice-President, Hon. Treasurer, and a committee of ladies. 

‘The operations of the Socicty’s outdoor relief department extend over on area of twenty miles, and 
some 250 families, representing over 700 persons, are benefited thereby. 

The city offices of the Society are at Parry-street, where the business is conducted by Mr. R. P. 
Wells, the Secretary, under the direction of Mr. W. Arnott, senr., the President, and Mr. Geo. P. Lock, 
the Hon. Treasurer and Deputy President,

Places to Spend ae Holiday. 


The residents of Newcastle and environs are specially endowed with pleasure and health-viving 
resorts, which embrace marine, lake, river, mountain, vale, and fresh scenery, all within comfortable 
distances of their homes, and easily reached by road, water, or rail. Amongst the most popular places 
for holiday-making may be mentioned the following : — 


LAKE MACQUARIE. 


This magnificent sheet of water, which is situated ahout 14 miles to the south-west of Newcastle, is 
the chief and most popular pleasure resort for the Newcastle and Northern District, and has of late years 
attracted many visitors from Sydney and the southern States. The foreshores of the Lake cover a 
distance of sbout 500 miles, while that of the creeks and feeders is estimated to reach from four flgures in 
miles. This will give an idea of the extent of the water area of Lake Macquarie. The margin abounds 
in delightful scenery, camping grounds, and an abundance of hardwood forests, underneath which 
extensive coal beds exist. 


BELMONT. 


The chief places on the Lake are Belmont, Toronto, Teralba, Cockle Creek, and Swansea. Belmont 
is distant from Neweastle about 14 miles, is reached by road and steamer, and forms an enjoyable 
buggy drive. For many years it was the great holiday resort for Newcastle people, but of late years 


TORONTO, 


on the opp site side, has gradually crept into prominence, and beconie the fashionable Lake side retreat. 
At present Toronto is accessible by rail and steamer only, but in the course of this year a bridge is to be 
be constructed across Fennell’s Bay, at a cost of about £5,000, which will connect the township with 
Teralba, and form direct road communication with Neweastle and suburbs, as well as the surrounding 
districts. The distance by road will be about 14 miles, making another pretty drive for the people of the 
district —who have the choice of two roads via Cardiff or Wallsend. Fyrom the time of reaching Cockle 
Creek till arrival at Toronto the road runs close to the margin of the Luke, affording exceedingly fine 
scenery. At Toronto there ave numerous attractions for holiday makers. Boating, fishing, shooting, 
and coursing being good, whilst the fine dancing pavilions, pleasure grounds, and the Pictorial Tea 
Gardens afford amusement for those who prefer a quiet day’s enjoyment. ‘The Toronto Hotel is a fine 
structure, illuminated at night by the electric light. There is also a School of Arts, a fine hall, Public 
School, and three stores, with orchards and flower gardens surrounding the township. 


TERALBA AND COCKLE CREEK 


Are reached by road, also by the Great Northern Railway, which passes through, and at both places there 
are railway stations. Atthe former the Pacific, Gartlee, and Black’s Collieries ave situated, also two 
hotels, police station, and Petty Sessions Court, whilst the latter embraces the hnge works of the Sulphide 
Corporation. In close proximity is situated Speirs’ Point, all of which make exceelingly pleasant drives 
by buggy or other conveyances. 


SUGARLOAF MOUNTAIN. 

From the summit of which magnificent scenery is procured, and one of the finest panoramic views 
extending from Maitland on one side and Neweastle on the other. The Mount is situated in the vicinity 
of West Wallsend, and takes about 13 hours to reach by buggy from Newcastle. Daring the summer 
season special excursions by coach are arranged by Messrs. Arkins, livery stable proprietois, to the 
Sugarloaf, which are well patronised. i 


KING’S CAVES. 


About three hours’ drive from Newcastle by road. are situated on the Glo’ster-road, and within six 
miles of Raymond Terrace. In the olden days these caves became notorious as a hiding place for 
bushrangers. There are many interesting features to be met with in «xploving these caves. 


BLACK HILL. 


Near Minmi, is another spot which has attractel a good deal of attention from those who have 
conveyanees, and prefer driving to railroad excursions. 
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BULL’S GARDENS. 
Which are situated off the main road to Belmont, are close to Charlestown, and afford a pleasurable 

















drive from the clty. Here there is good accommodation for man and beast, and with the botanical 


specimens, and orchard harvests to be reaped, the gardens have long been a favorite place for driving to. 
Refreshments can be procured, and the Misses Bull endeavor to make the outing an enjoyable one, in 
which they invariably succeed. 


RAYMOND TERRACE. 


About two hours’ drive from Newcastle, and affords an enjoyable outing—the scenery along the road 


being varied and interesting, embracing as it does river, mountain and vale. There are several routes, one 


of which especially embraces Miller’s Forest, and thoxe districts which are most seriously affected by the 
floods in the Hunter River. Even at the present time traces of the devastation caused by the last big flood 
are discernible here and there, along the route. 


SAWYER’S POINT. 


About four hours’ drive from Newcastle, is situated near Port Stephens, and affords a real good 
day’s outing. The road generally taken is via Hexham, Tomago, and Raymond Terrace, the scenery 
along which is of a varied and interesting nature. 


DUDLEY. 


In the vicinity of which there are a number of Collieries, is about 14 hours’ drive from Newcastle, 
and is reached via Adamstown and Charlestown, jutting otf the main road to Belmont to the north of 
Charlestown. There are numerous orchards and gardens in the vicinity, as well as a splendid ocean beach. 


TOMAGO. 


Situated on the Hunter, is the favorite riverside resort. and is reached by steamer and road—on 
either route the scenery is well woith seeing. On public holidays special excursion steamers ply thence 
from Newcastle, conveying large numbers of passengers, who put in the day dancing in the pavilion, 
gathering wild flowers, or in other ways exploring the surrounding woodlands. It is also a favorite spot 
for moonlight eucursions. 


In addition to the foregoing there are numerous other places within easy driving distances, all of 
which are well worth visiting. 
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AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


FIRST FEDERAL CABINET. 


Prime Minister: Hon. EDMUND BARTON, Q.C. 


EDMUND BARTON, Q.C., 


The first Prime Minister of the Aust alian Commonwealth, was boru at the Glebe, Sydney, on 
January 18, 1849. After a successful schovl and University career, he was e.lled to the Bar in 1871. 
Entering Parliament in 1879, he became Spzaker of the Legislative Assembly from 1883 to 1887, when he 
voluntarily retired. Mr. Barton then accepted a seat in the Legislative Council. He was Attorney- 
General in the Dibbs Ministry. At the Federal Convention of 1891 he assisted Sir Samuel Griffith to frame 
t. Constitntion. On the formation of the second Dibbs Ministry he resumed office as Attorney-General. 
The death of Sir Henry WVarkes rendered vacant the leadership of the Federal party, and Mr. Barton 
became Sir Henry’s successor. He took up the cause with enthusiasm and singleness of purpose. The 
cause became identified with the name of Mr. Barton, who was elected at the head of the poll for New 
South Wales at the Convention elections, and afterwards leader of the Convention. After the Convention 
had agreed on a scheme, Mr. Barton’s next task was to overcome the prejudices of the old politicians and 
the provincialists in that colony. He stood fur Parliament, and got elected in spite of Mr. leid’s efforts to 
exclude him. But for his courage, perseverance, and self-sacrifice in the Legislative Assembly and before 
the public the cause would not have been won. Mr. Barton has always put piivate business aside when 
there was public duty to be done. He has more than once sat on the Bench as an Acting-Supreme Court 
Judge in New South Wales. When Lord Hopetoun, the first Governor-General, commissioned Sir William 
Lyne to form « Ministry, the latter almost immediately saw Mr. Barton, and invited him to become a 
member. Later, however, it became evident that the prominent Federalists of Australia regarded Mr. 
Ba: ton as the fitter man to be the Premier of the first Federal Ministry. Sir William Lyne thereupon 
informed the Governor-General that he had decided not to form a Ministry, and advised Lord Hopetoun 
to send for Mr Barton. ‘This was accordingly done. Mr. Parton in turn offered a portfolio in the first 
Commonwealth Administration to Sir William Lyne. Mr. Barton married in Neweastle Miss Ross. 


SIR WILLIAM LYNE. 


Sir William John Lyne, K.C.M.G., the Premier of New South Wales, is the son of the late Mr. John 
Lyne, of Gala, Tasmania. He was born at Apslawn, Tasmania, in 1844. At an early age he went to 
Queensland, and took up pastoral country on the Gulf of Carpentaria. ‘Then he returned to Tasmania, 
and was clerk in 1875 of Glamorgan Municipal Council. Next he went to New South Wales, and became 
interested in a run on the Murray. In 1880 he became a member of the New South Wales Parliament, 
and has been there ever since as member for The Hume. He held office three times under Sir George 
Dibbs, and once under Sir Patrick Jennings. On the retirement of Sir George Dibbs from political life, 
Mr. Lyne became leader of the Protectionists, but while Federation was the topic of the day he held second 
place to Mr. Barton. When the five years’ rule of Mr. Reid came to an end, with the concurrence of Mr. 
Barton, who reserved himself for the Commonwealth politics and a place in the Federal Parliament, and 
with the assistance of the Labor party, Mr. Lyne, as he then was, stepped into power. Sir William Lyne 
is, in a physical sense, one of the big men of the New South Wales Parliament. He has shown plenty of 
administrative go as head of the Government. Both the plague and the question of sending troops to 
South Africa were handled by him in vigorous style. Sir William Lyne received knighthood last year, 
partly in recognition of his many years’ public service, and partly to mark his energy over the South 
African question. Lady Lyne is the daughter of Mr. Edward Carrshaw, of Glamorgan, Tasmania. Her 
marriage with Sir William Lyne took place in 1870. During both Federal campaigns Sir William Lyne 
opposed the Bills on the ground that they did not sufficiently protect the interest of New South Wales. It 
is believed that Sir William Lyne will prove a very strong member of the first Federal Ministry. 
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SIR GEORGE TURNER. 


The Right Hon. Sir George Turner, K.C M.G.. Premier of Victoria, was born at Melbourne in 1851, 
and was educated there. He practised as a solicitor and barrister, and was elected a member of the 
Victorian Parliament for St. Kilda in 1889. Two years later he took office as Commissioner of Customs, 
and continued to hold that post while Mr. Shiels was reconstructing the Munro Ministry. He has also 
held office as Solicitor-General and Minister of Health. He beenme leader of the Opposition in 1894, and 
on his motion the Patterson Government was defeated. At the general election which followed, his party 
returned to power, and he became Premier in September of that year. He has been a loyal supporter of 
Federation in his colony, which approved of both Bills by enormous majorities: results largely caused by 
his efforts. On going to England in 1897 he was made a Privy Councillor, and received an honorary 
degree at Cambridge University. When Sir William Lyne invited Sir George Turner to come to Sydney 
for the purpose of considering the formation of the first Federal Ministry, Sir George Turner did not 
conceal his «pinion that Mr. Barton should be at the head thereof; » view which subsequently was 
confirmed by the event. Sir George Turner is a sturdy type of the practical politician, »nd will bea 
strong member of the first Ministry of the Commonwealth. Mr. Bartow sent Sir Georga Turner a very 
appreciative telegram when asking him to join the Federal Ministry. 





MR. C. C. KINGSTON. 


The Right Hon. Charles Cameron Kingston, QC. LL.D., D.C.L., was born at Adelaide in 1850, and 
is the younger son of the late Sir George Strickland Kingston, one of the pioneers of 1836. He was 
educated in Adelaide, and was then articled to Mr. (now Sir) Samuel J. Way, now Chief Justice of South 
Australia. He was called to the Bar in 1873, and ‘“ took silk” in 1889. In 1881 he entered political life 
as member for West Adelaide, and represented that constituency for nearly 20 years. He formed a 
Government in 1893, and is distinguished for his liberal political ideas. He has been Minister for 
Industry, Attorney-General (on three occasions), Chief Secretary, and Premier. He is the first native- 
born South Australian to become a member of the Privy Council. H-» took a prominent part in advocating 
Federation in his colony, was elected chairman of the Convention which framed the first Federal Bill that 
was submitted toa plebiscite, and was Federa! delegate of South Australia in London last year. Mr. 
Kingston is noted as a keen political fighter, and any Ministry of which he is a member cannot lung 
remain unprogressive. 


MR. ALFRED DEIAKIN. 


the very prominent and talented Federalist, Mr. Alfred Deakin, was born in Melbourne in 1856, 
and was educated at the Church of England Giammar School there nud at Melbcurne University. He 
became a barrister in 1877; was and is prominently associated with journalism, and entered political life 
as member for West Bourke in 1880. He joined the Service-Berry Ministry in 1883 as Minister for Works 
and Water Supply.- In 1884 he exchanged the lattet, office for that of Solicitor-General. In 1886 he was 
elected leader of the Liberal party, and joined Mr. GiNies in forming nn Administration, in which he held 
office as Chief Secretary, Minister for Water Supply an Minister for Health. He has ever taken a lively 
interest in irrigation as a practical solution of the many Anstralian difficulties. At the Imperfl 
Conference in London in 1887, Mr. Deakin was the senipr representative of Victoria, and was offered and 
declined the honor of K.C.M.G. He has ever taken a great interest in the union of the colonies, and in 
1890 was one of the two representatives of Victoria at the Federation Conference in Melbourne at the 
instance of the late Sir Henry Parkes. He wax also a member of the Federal Convention of 1897, and 
was his colony’s delegate at the final proceedings connected with Federation in London. Mr. Deakin is a 
man of pronounced and all-round ability, and has all through the Federation campaign been Mr. Barten’s 
right-hand man in Victoria. He is afront rank debater. and Mr. Deakin’s long experience in State affairs 
marks him out as one who-will greatly distinguish himself in Federal politics: 





MR. J. R. DICKSON. 


The Hon. James Robert Dickson, C.M.G.. member for Bulimba in the Queensland Assembly, 
occupied the position of Vice-President of the Executive Council of that colony. Mr. Dickson was Premier 
of a former Ministry. He was regarded as a safe man, who would never dream of incendiary operations in 
connection with the Brisbane river. | As delegate for his colony in London at the final stages of the 
Commonwealth Bill he distinguished himself by his desire to have the Bill altered in so far as regarded 
appeals to the Privy Council, contrary to the wishes of the majority of the delegates who desired that the 
Bill should as far as possible be endorsed by the Imperial Parliament without important alteration. As 
the Premier of Queensland (Mr. Philp) did not desire to enter Federal politics, Mr. Dickson was selected 
as Queensland’s contribution to the initial Commonwealth Ministry. He had been a prominent figure 
in the polities of the northern colony for nearly a quarter of a century. He was credited with being a 
true Federalist, and proved himself to be so, when, Queensland being apparently indifferent to Federation, 
he as Premier referred the subject to the people of that colony, the result being the acceptance of the 
Bill. The hon. gentleman did not live long to enjoy the honors conferred upon him. During the 
Commonwealth Celebrations in Sydney in January, 1901, he was stricken down by a severe illness, which 
proved fatal. ' 


Brisbane, Dunedin, Christchurch, Ballarat, New Plymouth. 
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HON. J. G. DRAKE. 


The vacancy in the Federal Ministry caused by the death of Sir James Dickson during the Common- 
wealth celebrations in Sydnev was offered to ancl necepted by the Hon. J. G. Drake, Minister for Education 


and Postmaster-General in the State Government of Queensland. The appointment was made about 


January 25,1901. The Hon. J. G. Drake, M.L.C.. some time ago represented Enoggara electorate in the 
Legislative Assembly of Queensland. He resigned his seat, and was raised to the Upper House. He 
afterwards joined the Philp Ministry as Minister for Public Instruction and Postmaster-General. Mr. Drake 
has always been noted as a staunch Federalist both in Parliament and through the medium of the Press. 
He was the leader of the Opposition to the reconstiucted Governments of Sir Hugh Nelson and the late Sir 
James Dickson, which succeeded the Griffith-M‘Iwraith Administration. Owing to the predominance of 
the Labor party, however, his following gradually sank to a few independent members, and when the 
Labor Ministry formed by Mr. Dawson was defeated after holding office for a very brief period, he became 
a colleague of Mr. Philp and Sir James Dickson. 


SIR JOHN FORREST. 


The Right Hon. Sir John Forrest, K.C.M G., was born near Bunbury, West Australia, in 1847, and 
was educated at Bishop’s School, Perth. He entered the Survey Department of his colony in 1865, an] 
four years later commanded an exploring expedition in search of the lust Leichhardt and party. In 1870 
he occupied « similar position in an expedition sent:out to explore a t-legraph route along the south 
enast. In 1874 he commanded a party which traversed from Champion Bay to the oveiland telegraph 
route, a distance of 2000 miles, a journey that was accomplished without the aid of camels. horses only 
being used. In 1876 he was appointed Deputy Surveyor-General of West Australia, »nd conducted a 
number of surveyx. In December, 1890, h:+ was sent to form the first Ministry under :esponsible 
goverment in West Australia, and became its Premier and Treasurer. Notwithstandirg sir John’s 
wlleged fondness for the old order of things, he has proved himself a progressive Minister under the new 
regime which has come int) existence since the discovery of gold. His great services to the western 
eolony are indisputable. In 1897, when he went to England on the occasion of the Diamond Jubilee. he 
was sworn of the Privy Council. When Federation began to assume practical shape, Sir John Forre-t, 
who was a Convention delegate, was not at all enthusiastic on behalf of his colony, believing that its 
circumstances would not permit of the financial sacrifices which he deemed were inevitable. Finally, 
however, Sir John saw matters ina different light. and. at the referendum in his colouy, was a prominent 
member of the unexpectedly large majority in that far distant but highly important part of this island 
continent. 








POLITICAL. 


Ever since the ‘‘ea:ly days,’’ the people of the now district of Newcastle have taken a part in the 
Political life of the Colony. As far back as 1843 the Nerthumberland Boroughs and the Counties of 
Northumberland and the itvnter, including Newcastle, East »nd West Maitland, were also represented in 
the Legi-lative Council, which was then a partly el c:ive and partly non-elective Chamber. The tirst two 
gentlemen chosen by the electors of the Counti's and Boroughs were Mes:rs W. Foster and D’Arcy Went- 
worth. The former sat for two and a half years and the latter for five years. Thence up to the dissolution 
of the Council the District was represent: d by six other gentlemen, whose names and terms of office appear 
later on. When the Council was dissolved, the Colony ntered on a new era in its hi-toiy. Responsible 
Government was obtained by the colonists, and in the first year of the first Parliament (1856) the repie- 
sentatives of the Newcastle District were Messrs. N. Hely, W.H. Piddington and A. W. Scott The names 
of the succes~ive memb-rs since to the year 1897 sppear in the appended list. During the first few years 
of Parliamentary representation the eleciions were carried on peacefully and pleasantly ; but, as years 
rolled on, newcomers and younger men entered the political arena, strong in their advocacy of refoims, 
which were looked upon by the older residents as alarming and danyerous innovations. But, as in other 
paits of the werld, the old order had to make way for the n-w, and strong party feelings were engendered, 
so much that those who, prior to the el: ctions, were fast anjl firm friends, became during the tfight for 
party or man bitter and determmined oppon nts. It is well in the recollection of old residents that here was 
a time when a Parliamentary election meant not only the return of particular candidates, but a series of 
free fights at and after the declaration of the poll. It was not an uncommon thing at cne time fer an 
aspirant for political honors to deliver on address to the ac:ompaniment of a tin kettle, and he often had a 
lively time dodging stale eggs and frequently blue metal. After some time, however, the strong feeling 
that had prevailed was less exhibited, and men were content to argue the right of their various political 
faiths in a more peaceful manner. As t me went on several political parties were formed, and by them the 
“vmpaign for elections has been mapped out in a more discreet way. 
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Elective Members representing Newcastle and Northumberland in the partly elective and partly non- 
elective Legislative Councils, which existed during the years 5th January, 1843, to 29th February, 1856 :—

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Gardening Information. 


JANUARY. 


Flower Garden.—Water late in the evening or early in the morning. Plant dahlia bulbs. Trim 
and tie to stakes those in flower. 

kitchen Garden.—Sow seeds of cabbage, cauliflower, radish, peas, beans, &c. Seeds such as 
cabbages, &c., should be sown beside a hedge or fence so as to be protected from the hot sun, and kept well 
watered until the plants are strong. It weather is favorable plant out cabbages for use in autumn and 
winter. 

Orchard.—Keep down weeds by hoeing. Fruit should be gathered as it ripens. Tie vines, and 
remove suckers weekly. 

Farm.—Destrov weeds before the seeds are ripe. Sow sorghum, Cape barley, lmphee, and vetches 
for green fodder. y 


FEBRUARY. 


Flower Garden.—The driest month of the year. Look to the general appearance of garden. 

Kitchen Garden.—Prepare unoccupied portion of garden by digging good manure through it. 
Transplant cabbage, caulitiower, celery, &c. Sow turnips and peas, French beans, carrots, beets, &c. ; 
previous sowings should be hoed and kept free from weeds. 

Orchard. —'Tie vines. Prop such limbs as require support. Prepare manure for young trees to be 
planted out next season. 

Farm.—-Land should be ploughed for future crops. Sow tarnips, sorghum, Cape barley, plant early 
potatoes —the seed should be lett whole. 


MARCH. 


Flower Garden.—Those plants which flower in autumn look well this month. Clean walks, and tidy 
borders, clip hedges, tie to st:kes any plant that may require it. Plant out winter flowering plants, take up 
bulbs and store them in sand, ashes or clay. 

Kitchen Garden.—-Clear away rubbish, weeds, or useless vegetables, dig and manure ground; sow 
French and kidney beans, broadbeans (a few lin. apart and about 3 or 4 feet between the rows), red beet, 
broccoli, cauliflower, Brussels sprouts, celery, carrots, turnips, parsnips, parsley, lettuce, onions. ‘The seed 
of broccoli, cabbages, herbs, &c., should be sown this month. vid 

Orchard.—Trench and manure land intended ‘to be planted this season. Be careful when digging 
round fruit tvees not to injure the roots, as in many cases they run near the surface. 

Marm.—Sow lucerne, clover, rye-grass, oats, wheat, barley, «ce. 


APRIL. 


Flower Garden.—If the weather is wet, plants may be removed or planted with safety. Camellias, 
gardenias, &e., can now be removed with salety; plant verbenas, petunias, petostrum, &c. Remove all 
dead matters and look to general appearance, plant bulbs, &e. 

Kitchen Garden.—Keep down weeds, manure beds for various vegetables, and plant beans, peas, 
Brussels sprouts, cabbaye, cauliflower, carrot-, celery, leek, lettuce, onion, turnips, parsnips, eschalots. 

Orchard.—Towards the end of this month young trees should be set in their proper place; keep them 
well watered until they are well established. 

Farm.—sow lucerne, barley, oats, wheat, vetches. Maize will be fit to pull. Cut and save tobacco 
as it comes to maturity. 





MAY. 


Flower Garden.—Plant out asin previous month. Cut back and prune all trees and shrubs. Dahlia 
bulbs may be taken up and preserved in sand, &e. 

Kitchen garden.--Prepare ground by digging in manure. Plant out cabbage, cauliflower, and sow 
beans, peas, lettuce, onions, radish, und prepare beds for asparagus; choose the best soil in the garden, 
trench it 18 inches deep, give it plenty manure and salt, have the beds 4 feet wide. 

Orchard.— Plant fruit trees of all description, transplant strawberries, prune trees, We. 

Farm.—Sow barley, oats, wheat, lucerne, «ce. 


JUNE. 


Flower Garden.—Prune roses, and cut off ull straggling branches of trees and shrubs. Dig up and 
divide those plants which require it. Commence planting, &e. 

‘Kitchen Garden.—Sow broad beans. cabbaxe, endives, carrots, herbs, leek, lettuce, onions, parsnips, 
peas, radish, turnips, eschalots. Hoe growing crops. Transplant horse radish, eschalots, rhubarb, 
strawberries, ce. 

Orchard.—Prune vines and other fruit trees. It should be borne in mind that it is cheaper to pay a 
good gardener to prune fruit trees than to have them pruned for nothing by a non-practical man. 

Farm.— Sow lucerne, oats, aud prepare land for root crops, «c. 
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JULY. 


Flower Garden.—Fill up gaps and thin where overcrowded. Look after lawn. Set and trim borders. 
Look after walks. : 

Kitchen Garden.—Plant asparagus, beans, broccoli, cakbaze. Plant out cauliflower, egg plants, 
tomatoes, squashes, leek, onions, peas, potatoes, rhubarb, spinach, turnips. 


Orchard.— Finish pruning fruit trees. Plant vine cuttings, al-o gooseberry and raspberry cuttings. 
Put in new plants. : 


Farm.— Plant tobacco, maize, wheat, oats, barley, potatoes, carrots, turnips, lucerne and all kinds of - 


pasture grass, &e. 


AUGUST. 


Flower Garden —Complete planting and pruning. Plant out hollyhocks, dianthus, pansies, petunias, 
verbenas, &c. Clip hedges. 

Kitchen Garden.--Sow melons, pumpkins, marrows, squashes, chillies, egg plants, leek, lettuce, 
onion, parsnips, peas, potato, radish, rhubarb, turnip, tomato, parsley. Destroy all plants affected with 
aphis, &e. ; 
Orchard.—All plants should be in by the end of the month. Keep ground clean, use spray for 
insects, 


Farm.— Plant potatoes, maize, turnips. Weed crops, sow lucerne and all grasses, &e. 


SEPTEMBER. 


Flower Garden.—Dahlia bulbs which have started to grow may now be planted, they will then flower 
early. Fill vacancies of all herbaceous plants, sow seeds of all flowering annuals, especially acroclinium, 
asteras, snapdragon, coxcomb, double daisy, balsam, carnation, coleus, chrysanthemum, dianthus, 
mignonette, pansy, &c. Tie up climbing plants, and stake tulips, trias, hyacinths, &c. 

Kitchen Garden.—The best month for planting. Sow all classes of vegetables—asparagus, beans, 
beet, cabbage, cauliflower, carrot, celery, cucumber, endives, leek, lettuce, melons, onions, parsnips, peas, 

capsicum, egg plant, rhubarb, tomato, turnips, marrows. 

Orchard.—Trees which are planted lately will require to be well watered if the weather is dry. 
Orange trees may be planted in cloudy weather. Mulch strawberry and raspberry beds. 


Farm.—-Weed all growing crops ; plant sugarcane, arrowroot, maize, potatoes, sweet potatoes; sow 
grass of all kinds. 


OCTOBER. 
Flower Garden.— Continue sowing annuals, water roses and keep them clean; pansies, &c., must be 
sheltered, clip nedges, stake Howers which require it. 
Kitchen Garden.—Sow all classes of vegetables as in last month, transplant cabbage, check aphis on 
their first appearance. 
Orchard.—Thin crop on early peach trees, prop branches which are overloaded with fruit, remove 
suckers from vines, remove superabundant fruit. 


Farm. —Keep the soil among growing crops loose and free from weeds; sow rye for autumn and 
winter use ; gather turnips and mangolds. 


NOVEMBER. 


Flower Garden.—Plant dahlia bulbs. Bulbs that have tinished flowering and getting ripe should be 
taken up and stored in a dry place ; check weeds, &c. } 

Kitchen Garden.—-Melons and cucumbers should be thinned; keep ground clear and free from weeds; 
sow beans, beet, broccoli, cabbage, carrot, cauliflower, celery, cucumber, lettuce, leek, melons, peas, 
pumpkins, rhubarb, sweet potatoes, tomato, turnips, marrow. ~ 

Orchard.—The China peach must be thinned towards the end of the month so as to allow the others 
to swell ; remove vine suckers, de. 


Farm.— Keep crops clean; to make oaten hay, cut the crop when well in ear, but before the seed 
matures. 


DECEMBER. 
Flower Garden.--Mow lawn, clean walks; perpetual roses may be cut back ; tie straggling plants ; 
dahlias will require attention. 

Kitchen Garden.—Beang, cucumbers, vegetable marrows, &c., should be gathered as soon as they are 
fit for use. As this is one of the most trying months of the year for the vevetable garden, seeds which are 
to be set should be put in a shady place and kept watered; sow beans, mustard, cauliflower, carrot, 
-cucumber. celery, 1-ttuce. 

Orchard.—Much the same as last month. Tie vines; trench ground for planting next season. It 
is desirable to take a crop off it before planting the trees, 

Farm.—Dig potatoes and protect them from the sun ; clean and thin crops, &e.
